WASHINGTON, D. C., June 19.—In view of 
the publication of Gen. Grant’s letter to Sen- 
ator Jones, attacking President Garfield, and 
the freedom with which the General is criti- 
cising him by means of interviews, it is re- 
garded as very strange that Gen. Grant does 
not give to the press a letter addressed to 
him upon the subject now in controversy by 
President Garfield.

Each of your witnesses should state what he 
knows about your case, very fully and with 
great Dart :cularity; also, how he knows the facts 
to which he testifies, and also the ieugth of time 
he has been acquainted with you; and if any of 
them are in any way related to you, whether by 
blood, or ma „or in business, that relation 
should be stat 

If you are unabie to furnish the evidence of 
physicians or surgeons who bave treated you 
upon the point of the incurrence and continu- 
ance of yonr disability, or of officers or com- 
rades as to incurrence in the service, your ex- 
planation, under oath, of the reason why, should 


accompany the secondary evidence which you 
may be able to furnish to cover the same 
ground. 


When an affidavit is sworn to before a Notary

September.

constituting the committee on the construc- 
tion of the Mississippi River Improvement 
Commission, return here to-day from a 
trip up the Missouri River, where they have 
been to examine the work in progress at 
Kansas City and Glasgow, which is under 
charge of Maj.

The committee will 
take immediate steps to procure a full equip- 
ment of tow-boats, barges, pile-drivers, and 
snag-boats with which to prosecute the im- 
provement, which will be under the immedi- 
ate supervision of the Commission, embracing 
all that part of the river below Cairo.

The committee will meet here n 
early in July, and the full Commission will 
sit here during the latter part of that month.

MASTODON OR MAMMOTH? 


e Extinct Animal Dis- 
ear Mendota, III. 


Bones of a NH 
covered 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Menpora, III., June 19.—About two years 
since a farmer named Bartley, residing sev- 
enteen miles west of hefe, while having a 
dralu dug through a portion of his land, dis- 
covered that a bony substance some eight or 
ten inches in diameter occupied a slightly 
eurved bed about twelve feet long and four 
under the surface. The ends of this carved 
bone, it was thought, were only disturbed 
where they crossed rain that was ran- 
ning parallel with it. Dr. Rice, of La Moille, 
hearing of it shortly after, determined to as- 
certain what it was, but 1 — ected doing so 
till about some six weeks since, when the 
tiles were being laid and some fresh 
pieces of the bene found, including 
a large chunk, in excellent condition, of the 
apper portion of the femoral bone. The 
Doctor obtained some of the specimens and 
came to Mendota to consult with some of our 
seientifie gentiemen. They pronounced the 
pierces to be ivory, and probably as belonging 
to the tusk of a mastodon. They concluded 
to consult Dr. E. Andrews, of Chicago, and 
Dr. J. W. Velie, of the Academy of Sciences, 
Chicago: Both gentlemen arrived here last 
evening, and at 7 this morning, accompanied 
by Drs. J. D., Moody, J. W. Edwards, C. 
Cook, Mr. T. F. A. Newport, Superintendent 
ot the Illinois Central here, Dr. M. II. Ever- 
ett, and Mr. B. J. Wetherby, of Homer, your 
correspondent, the only invited representa- 
tive of the press, and some laboring band: 
set out by train for the indicate 
locality. At the next station Messrs, 
Adison 1 W. II. Robinson, and 
Wiliam Norris, of La Molle, joined the 
parrty. About 8:30 the edgerly-sought 
ground was reached and operations under 
the directions of Dr. Andrews began, Dr. 
Velie doing the probing. Every one present 
was anxious to work in the start, and had 
they been trymg tu exhume a live body in- 
stead of an antiquated fossil they could not 
have labored with greater care. The pro- 
prietor of the farm, Mr. Bascom, editor of 
the Princeten Republican, Prof. B. P. Col- 
ton, of the Princeton College, and Mr. A. N. 
Bacon, the Sage and Prophetof Presbyterian 
Liill, arriving, increased the party to over 
twenty. The spading and shoveling were 
carried on with vigor at distances of from 
four to six feet apart. Fragments, of 
tusks were constantly turning up, es- 
pecially near where the tile had been laid. 
At other times all trace became lost and the 
work lagged. At such times the Prophet 
would make gratuitous suggestions based 
upon a profound study ot zodlogy, geology, 
and the planets, regurding the position the 
pachydermata placed themselves when 
about to die, especially the class known as 
the Probostidians, to whith family the one 
in question undoubtedly belonged. : These 
suggestions would oceasionally be extended 
to the length of a short speech, and were 
hiefly intentled for the edificahon of Dr. 
Andrews. The Doctor and all present en- 
joyed the affair hugely, espectatly when 
the Prophet became badly entangled in the 
sciences, missing planets, and pachyderms, 
which he.claimed to be in an equally plastic 
condition, Presbyterian Hill xesounde d 
again and again with laughter. Work con- 
tinned till noon, With nothing more than 
fragments being found. They were evident- 
ly on the wrong track. Au excellent dinner 
was served about this time, of which all par- 
took must heartily. Owing to the great heat

The 
scientists present are of opinion that the 
bones are much scattered, but the subject is 
well worthy of further investigation.

STAR ROUTES. 

ANOTHER CHAPTER REGARDING THEM. 

New Tonk, June 18.— The Washington 
correspondent of the Times says: ‘The col- 
lection and classification of evidence tpon 
which to base the prosecution of dishonest 
star-route contractors and their confederates 
in oflice has been continued quietly and vig- 
orously during the last week. Ihe force em- 
ployed is small, but excellent progress is 
made. Evidence is coming in from all parts 
of the country, and the investigators have 
had their attention directed every day to 
hitherto unkhown cases of fraud. At the 
same time the Postmaster-General and Sec- 
ond-Assistant Elmer have continued the ap- 
plication of common-sense methods and busi- 
ness principles to the existing 

FRAUDULENT STAR SERVICE, 
and the incomes of ring favorits are continu- 
ally becoming beautifully less. Reports 
made by honest Special Agents in relation to 
“crooked” service are now coming in every 
day, and much useless and fraudulent serv- 
ice has been marked for discontinuance. 
Action upon these cases is not taken until 
after exhaustive examination and consider- 
ations of arguments on both sides. The De- 
partment proposes to be sure it’s right before 
it goes head.” At the same time, methods 
which have prevailed in the Department in 
the allotment of clerical work, location of 
divisions, and many other or 
DETAILS HAVE BREN CLOSELY EXAMINED 
by a commission whose purpose is to intfo- 
duce proper business methods and reorgan- 
ize the working force in the most efficient 
manner which circumstances will allow. 
The results of the labors of the investigators 
and examiners of fraudulent and useless 
service and the inspectors of internal econ- 
omy of the Department cannot fail to be of 
Almost incalculable advantage to the people 
of the Nation. The correspondent tells the 
story of another Salisbury route, in which he 
says the records show that in this case, as in 
many others, the Salisbury combination were 
not troubled by the little formality of adver- 
tising each route once every four years and 
letting it under competition. The route was 
advertised and relet, but these proceedings 
MADE BUT LITTLE DIFFERENCE 
to them. in 1873 Gilmer and Salisbury were 
carrying mails on the route from Franklin to 
Helena, Idaho, and their annual pay was 
347,500, or more than 415 per mile for one 
trip per week. The distance was 450 miles 
and the service seven trips per week. In the 
list of bidders appear several persons who 
then represented the Salisbury combination, 
but who do not now appear in the same way. 
Sanderson, of the Barlow combination, would 
do lt for $135,000, Salisbury would take it for 
$120,000: but Sanderson’s man Huntley could 
do it for $65,000, and Salisbury’s man White 
and others, could do it all the Way down 
from $59,756 to $15,000. This was certain! y 
REMARKABLE.

or four months their pay was reduced by 
the result of advertising from $47,500 per an- 
num to only 815.000.

months they availed themselves of the old 
plan. Jackson was allowed to fail and was de- 


clared a failing contractor, because, as was 
said, he failed Dec. 14, 1874, But before that 
time, Gilmer & Salisbury had got in one and 
onehalf months’ service at $67,500. The De- 
partment- went up the list of bidders, and 
could find no one who 
WOULD STAND BY HIS BID 
until D. T. Parker was reached. His bid had 
been $64,500, and the route had been banded 
over to him at that price, although it had 
originally been let tor =15,000. Parker was 
the highest of the bidders controlled by 
Salisbury, and his address was care of Gil- 
mer & Salisbury. For the last few years the 
Parkers have run a combination of their 
own. Parker or Salisbury had the route at 
$64,500 until July 1, L878, the end of the term. 
Jackson's pay had been £60,000, and Parker’s 
must have been at least $225,000. Then, for 
some reason, the route was not advertised 
for the term of 1878-82 until three months 
AFTER THE PROPER TIME, 
so that the new contractor could not begin 
work until Oct. 1, 1878, instead of July 1, 
i878. ‘This left a gap of three months, which 
was filled by emp pying Gilmer & Salisbury 
for that time at the old pay of $64,500. We 
have now reached the begiuning of the cur- 
rent contract term of 1878-82. 10 result of 
the advertisement is given in the books as 
follows: Route 42,122, Franklin to Helena, 
Idaho, distance 415 miles, service. seven trips 
ir week: time schedule seventy-five hours 
n summer and 150 hours in winter, or five 
and one-half miles and two and tliree-quar- 
ters miles per hour; 200 hours for third-class 
matter.

IxpriaN CAMpP ON THE YELLOWSTONE, 
near Miles City, M. T., June 12.—A little 
more than 120 miles from this point Gen. 
Custer fel ting many of the Indians here 
encamped. Miles City and the surrounding 
country have for @ k past been full 
of gossip donéerhing thé removal of 
thé Sioux Indians who surrendered 
not many months since, The Sioux 
have been encaniped for some time awaiting 
the arrival of a sufficient number of steam 
ers tb carry them to Fort Yates, on the Mis- 
spuri. Prominent among the Chiefs are 
Rain-in-the-Face and Spotted-Tail. These 
Indians, and the Cheyennes, are probably the

in the Northwest. They are tall and grace 


fal in figiife, stfong-limbed, and with de- 
termined faces. 

The steamers Josephine, Gen: Terry, and 
Gen. Sherman had been waiting several days 
for the atrival of the steamers Helena and 
Eclipse, te complete the fleet for the trans- 
portation of the 2,000 Indians encamped on 
the bahks of the Yellowstone. The arrival of 
the two last-named steamers, shortly after 
noon to-day, was the signal for the breaking 
upof the Indian camp, and the work of 
loading the Indiatis ou the steamefs. The 
Indians struck theit tents with surpfising 
quicknéss, and the squaws made up the bun- 
dies with dispatch. The male Indlan never 
tréubles himself about packing. A squaw 
carrying a bundle, with a child at her side, a 
pappoose in her arms; and also one tied to 
her back, was 4 frequent sight; while the 
noble red man walked indifferently at her 
side, carrying some bundle indicative of a 
scalp, a stolen mule, or something of that 


sort. 

THE WORK OF LOADING THE INDIANS, 
under the efficient management of the offi- 
cers of the Fifteenth Infantry and the Second 
Cavalry, stationed at Fort Keogh, went on 
all the afternoon and far into the night. 
Through the courtesy of Quartermaster 
Hathaway, your correspondent obtained an 
excellent stateroom on the United States 
steamef Gen. Sherman. Before I retired the 
Quartermaster had filled the lower and hur- 
ricane decks of the vessel with Indians, ex- 
cepting a portion of the former deck, which 
was filled with sixty head of cattle beleng- 
ing to the Indiana. 

y 10 p. m. all the Indians had been as- 
signed quarters on the vessels, and had 
lighted their fires for Half a mile along the 
shore, and prepared their suppers. Supper 
ended, they commenced their war-dances, 
which bade fair to ¢oentinue till morning. 
There seems to be a Chief, of leader, on each 
boat; from each boat you hear the tom- 
tom and the strain of song. One ean dis- 
tinguish the soprano of the squaw in this 


sing ing. 

Rain-in-the-Face has the appearance of be- 
ing the most intelligent of the Chiefs. He 
has been wounded in one lee, and 18 & ¢fip- 
ple. it is generally believed here that he re- 
ceived his wound at the Custer fight. 

DOWN THE YELLOWSTONE. 

Fort Boron, M. T., June 13.—From 3a. 
m. till 10 p. m. Monday @ steamers sailed 
down the Yellowstone. The current of the 
river is swift, and the vessels sailed over 200 
miles in the above time. In this latitude 
merning comes at about 3 o’clock, and in 
cleat weather one can see to read comforta- 
bly till 9:30 p. m. At Miles City my atten- 
tion was called to the fact that the night was 
the time to meet persons from the surround- 
ing country. ey come into town, bush- 
men and hunters, mounted on bronchos and 
mules, and till 2 or 3 o’clock in the morning 
the town is exceedingly lively, bat is very 
quiet the following day till noon. 

The Indians last night buried a squaw be- 
fore embarking. They have lost quite a num- 
ber of children within the past week from 
whooping-cough, which prevails to a con- 
siderable extent. 

Tonight the Indians have again started 
their r and are feasting on roast 
dog, of which they are very fond. When 
their appetites are satiated, they smokb their 
killikinnick (dried red-willow bark), and 
join their voices to the monstrous thump of 
the tom-tom.

FORT BUFORD, M. T.,

Riyers. Fort Buford is charmingiy situated 
half a mile away over the b aff.

The immehse number of ‘buffalo slaugh- 
tered in Montana yearly is beyond the com- 
preliension of the resident of tlie 
The banks of the Yellowstone and Missouri 
are lined for man roy of each river with 
baffalo-hides awaiting shipmeut. In eross 
ing the prairie, the constant sight of buffalo, 
killed and not even skinned, is almost sick- 
ening. 

EXCHANGE OF SALUTATIONS, 

Dakota TERRITORY, twelye miles above 
Fort Stevenson, June 14 — The fleet left 
Fort Buford at 3 o’elock this morning. 4 
strong wind biew from the east during the 
entire day. When the steamer passed Fort 
Berthold salutations were exchanged by the 
Indians on the boat and those on the shore.

HOPE FOR THE IRISH LAND BILL. 

The cable dispatches announce with cer- 
tainty that the Irish Land bill will reach the 
House of Lords in July, and they might have 
added with equal certainty that it will pass, 
for Ireland now for the first time in centu- 
ries is united. Mr. Parnell, the Land League 
leader, has abandoned his opposition to the 
bill. The long list of obstruction amend- 
ments, 1,000 in number, has been withdrawn. 
Obstruction has ceased, and the necessity for 
new measures to facilitate. the progress of 
the bill through the House no longer exists. 
Of the 103 Irish members ninety-six are in 
favor of its passage, and the remaining Tory 
seven will have their cases satisfactorily at- 
tended to at the next election. The entire 
Land League has ceased its opposition, and 
thus one of the most dangerous complications 
which confronted Mr. Gladstone has been 
removed. The new and hopeful prospects for 
Ireland, however,are not attributable so much 
to the Land League as they are to the Ulster 
Protestants. Their tremendous influence 
has been brought to bear upon Parliament, 
and even the Lords dare not oppose it. They 
have expressed their indorsement of the bill 
and their support ot the Government’s Irish 
policy. The dispatches state that last week 
„half a dozen Protestant Ulster farmer dep- 
utations waited on the Premier and expressed 
their almost unqualified approval of the 
measure, and some of them afterwards told 
their representatives in the House that. 
if the bill was mutilated or rejected 
in the Lords, Ulster would do her best 
to teach the Upper Chamber a lesson.” 
By so much as this has strengthened the 
Government it has weakened its opponents, 
and against the strong argument that En- 
glish Tories have no right to object to an 
lrish measure approved by Irish Tories the 
Opposition can make no head. The Ulster 
tenants have been compelled to take this 
stand, as they discovered that they would 
soon be in as pitiable a plight as the Catholic 
tenants, uniess the bill passed, by the raising 
of rents upon the expiration of leases to a 
rate where they could not profitably work 
their farms. Then their opposition ceased, 
and nothing more was heard of Orange help 
to Boycotts or sympathy with Tory landiords. 
They have joined hands with their Catholic 
brethren, and for the first time Ireland is 
united in her demand for agrarian reforms. 
With such a powerfulally, the Government 
must be successful, and the bill will go 
through without any change in its lead- 
ing principles. In this beneficent result 
America will rejoice no less heartily than 
Ireland, for to the extent that English lanu- 
lords are compelled to treat their tenants 
fairly, to give them more favorable rents, to 
ameliorate their condition, and to give them 
the opportunity of living and making a living 
upon their farms will the American people 
be relieved from making annual contribu- 
tions to keep them from starving, and from 
the necessity of crowding their cities with 
thousands of involuntary paupers, expatri- 
ated from their country because they cannot 
live there. The passage of this bill will not 
ohly tend to check this wholesale emigra- 
tion, but unquestionably it will induce many 
who are here toreturn when they see the 
prospect of getting land at a reasonable rate 
and of making a livipg on it. The long bat- 
tle for right, for justice, and for life, in Ire- 
land draws to its close, and the union of Ire- 
land in its final movements is prophetic of 
victory. That victory will secure to treland 
not only the first real enjoyment of the right 
to“ life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi- 
ness it has ever had, but it will be, among 
all the great acts of Mr. Gladstone’s career, 
his loftiest and proudest achievement.

PRESIDENT BARTLETT, of Dartmouth Col- 
lege, is regularly on trial before an investigat- 
ing committee at Hanover, N. H., on charges of 
falsehood and indecorum.

AN ERROR CORRECTED. 


Conkling’s Control of Patronage. 
Harpers Weekly. 

There is one remark of Conkling’s retain- 
ers which deserves attention and correction. 
It is alleged that he has now, and has had 
for four years, all the power of the patron- 
age of the Government against him, and that 
he is fighting single-handed, a private citi- 
zen, with All the officeholding interest. The 
truth is that during Gen. Grant’s Admin- 
istration Conkling’s authority in appoint- 
ments in this State was supreme; and 
at the very end of that Administration, 
knowing that Mr. Hayes would not make a 
clean sweep, Conkling turned out important 
officers whose terms had not expired, such as 
the United States Marshal of this district, in 
‘order to fill their places with his own agents, 
who would hold during Mr. Hayes’ term. 
This is the manner in which Mr. Payn was 
appointed. When Mr. Hayes came in he 
made very few removals, and during his 
whole administration the great multi- 
tude of places in New York were 
filled by Conkling men. Even in the Custom- 
House there was a large force of them, and 
while the Conkling officeholders controlled 
the party organization, and were constantly 
busy in his interest at caucuses and conven- 
tions, the Hayes Administration forbade its 
own officeholding friends to take an active 
political part. 

Beside this, the State campaign of 1879 was 
intended to place the entire State patrunage 
under his controfthrough the Governor, his 
especial supporter. This was done to 
secure the vote of New York at Chicago for 
the third term. During the present con- 
test the Conkling force has n chiefly 
marshalled by Conkling officeholders in the 

tate, Mr. Silas B. Dutcher, the Superin- 
tendent of Public Works, at the head, a gen- 
tleman who was appointed to the command 
of the 8 patronage quite as much for his 
ability in political management as for his 
conceded general executive efficiency. How 
the present contest for Conkling is con- 
ducted is shown by an extract from an Al- 
ban y letter just before the voting began: 

And besides this exertion of personal influ- 
ence, there is an enormeus concourse of public 
officers holding their commissions from the Gov- 
ernor—Harbormaster, Health-Officers, State As- 
sessors, Quarantine Commissioners, Asylum 
Trustees, and many more kinds—all at work bere 
for the same mon political object. Besides 
so many officers assembled as if by word of com- 
mand from central authority, here also are 
gathered in mass almost all the Republican 
officérs of municipal government and inferior 
courts of New York City. 

To take from Mr. Conkling at any time the 
officeholding and office-expecting support 
would be to overthrow him entirely; and to 
represent him as opposed by the puwer of

EAST-BOUND FREIGHTS. 
Regarding east-bound shipments from this 


city the Ratlroad Gazette says: 

The statements of shipments of freight from 
Chicago which we have been publisbing recent- 
ly were taken from the Chicago papers, which 
usually publish them the Sunday or Monday 
follow the week which the report covers. 
We find, now, that these reports are very in- 
correct, and generally far below the actual 
shipments. In the last six weeks the news- 

r reports have been correct but once, and 
In the other five have been from 6,500 w 16,500 
tons less than the actual shipments. This may 
be due to the failure to include the shipments 
from points west of Chicago through that city 
on through way-bilis. e actual shipments 
through East for six successive weeks have 
been, in tons:

The report of shipments in the Chicago papers 


for last week gives them as 41.102 tons only, in- 
stead of 37.000, and the distribution among the 
several railroads which they give (1.7 to the 
Lake Shoré, 23.3 to the Michigan Central, 16.3 to 
the Fort Wayne, 14.4 to the Pan-Handle, . 7 to 
the Grand Trunk. and 5.6 per cent to the Balti- 
more) is also very far from correct. The pro- 
portions we cannot give, but understand that 
the Lake Shore's was much below and the Grand 
Trunk's much above the percentage allotted in 
the pool (23 and 10). 

We have placed a good deal of stress on these 


| shipments as one of the best indications of the 


course of Northwestern business and the extent 
to which the railroads are able to meet lake 
competition, and we ret to have misstated 
them. The effect bas n to represent the 
business this year less than it bas actually been. 
There bas been, in spite of the terrible winter 
this year, which obstructed business.at Chicago 
more than at most other places, a very large in- 
crease in the rail shipments eastward this year.

THE FREIGHT WAR. 

The Railroad Gazette fully agrees with 
THe Tripung that the present Eastern 
freight war is due to the discovery by Van- 
derbilt that the east-bound pooling arrange- 
ment has been disastrous to his interests, 
and that he does nut mean to permit his 
rivals any longer to get the better of him. 


The Gazette says: 

A trunk-line railroad war seems more proba- 
ble now than before since 1879, when the roads 
carried at 12 ana 15 cents per 100 pounds from 
Chicago to New York. The cause was described 
in our comments last week on the redugtion of 
east-bound rates. There has beeu at certain 

ints in the West, and in the agwrerate exust- 

und througn trafiic, a great diversion from the 
Vanderbilt lines and the New York Central gen- 
‘erally, to the advantage of the Erie and 
its lin and there is no doubt that 
this has u largely due to cutting rates, 
though we believe that the particular line or 
road making the cuts has not been definitly 
traced. The result, however, is unmistakable; 
the New York Central has been losing business, 
and this it does not pu o permit. The ro- 
duction to 2% cents from Chicago last week 
probably brought the rerular rate down to the 
level of the cut at that time, but there has been 
afurther cut anda further reduction of the 
regular rates since, and the condition of things 
now is such that the roads are not so likely to 
complain of further cuts, but meet them with- 
out reference to the reguler rates, so that if 
rates less than 20 cents are accepted, they will 
not 80 soon come to light. It will not be sur- 
prising if such lower rates are made, but no 
cases have yet been reported. 

The effect of this will depend chiefly upon the 
length of time that the low rates last. e have 
taken occasion recently to show that on sume of 
the most important of the railroads, such as the 
Lake Shore and the Michigan Central, the whole 
or nearly the whole of the increase of profits in 
1880 over 1879 was due to the maintenance of 
east-bound rates in 1580; and it is true, not only 
of these, but of parallel roads, such as the Penn- 
syiva as lines to Chicago and St. Louis, the 
Chi Grand Trunk, the Wabash's 
line to St. Louis, and the lines 
themseives, that for many of them whether they 
shail be valuable or nearly worthless to their 
stockholders depends on their getting higher 
rates on the immense through cast- bouud tram 
than they received previous to 1880. Going back 
to the rates of 1879 means sumetbing worse than 
going back to the meagre profits (or the losses) 
of 1879; expenses have so much increased that 
that the effect of such rates now would be much 
more disastrous, and if lone continued would 
wipe out absolutely the whole of the dividends 
of some roads whose stocks are now above par. 
It is, therefore, right that the whole stock buid- 
ing interest shouid regard with great anxiety 
the prospect of a railroad war, and exercise 
every effort to secure an early settlement of 
existing dimculties. 


HOCKING VALLEY.

CoLtumsBus, O., June 19.—For some time 
past rumors have been afloat that a move- 
ment was on foot looking toward the build- 
ing of another railroad to the coal-fields in 
the Hocking Valley region, which would 
compete for the coal trade, which has grown 
to enormous proportions within the past few 
years.

MEXICAN GUARANTEES OF RAIL- 
ROAD SUBSIDIES. 

A Mexican newspaper tries to reassure 
certain skeptical persons who have expressed 
doubts as to the ability of Mexico to pay the 
promised subventions to the many railroads 
now building in that country, but its state- 
ments are far from reassuring. Since the 
month of August, 1877, the Mexican Govern- 
ment has made grants to forty-two compa- 
nies, aggregating something like $90,000,000, 
of which nearly $70,000,000 is promised to 
live companies, and will be called for. 
Various statements have been made as to the 
amount of the subsidy pledged to the Cen- 
tral and the National Companies. 
Tne portion which is to be paid from 
the Customs receipts—the rest coming 
directly from the — now put 
at $30,542,000, of which $23,152,000 goes 
to the Central Company and $7,410,000 to the 
National. These sums will be due in five 
vears, or on the completion of the roads. 
They are payable in Customs certificates, 
which will be provided by requiring import- 
ers to pay 10 per centof their Customs duties 
in these certificates. This 10 per cent of the 
annual Custom-House receipts will be de- 
voted to paying off the obligation. But there 
is no minimum annual suin guaranteed, and 
should the Customs receipts dwindle away to 
nothing, the railroads would receive no pay- 
ment until trade revived. At a most liberal 


estimate the annual receipts from this source | 


cannot be put above 815,000,000, which would 
yield $1,500,000 for the subsidies. Should 
this be maintained, the whole sum, without 
interest, would. be paid in twenty years, 
a dangerously long period for a company 
to wait whichisin any way dependent on 
the subsidy, particularly with a Government 
whose credit isso low as that of Mexico. 
These concessions have been made by Con- 
gress on a most liberal scale, solely on the 
expectation of a greatly-increased trade. 
This expectation may be realized. The prom- 
ise of prosperity and stable Government for 
Mexico was never brighter than at the pres- 
ent moment, but the danger of revolution is 
always great among a people who know so 
little about the blessings of order and good 
government. The grants may become worth- 
less through a violent change of authority at 
the Capital, or payment may be hopelesly de- 
ferred by the deeay of trade. The Mexican 
Congress has been far too liberal with its 
grants. be country is not rich enough to 
warrant such open-handed munificence, 
Some of the Companies who have been voted 
subsidies will be disappointed.

LEARN A TRADE. 


Some Good Advice to the Boys of the 
Present Generation. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CCA, June 17.—I have trequently heard it 
said by workingmen, especially when on a strike, 
that THE TRIBUNE was not friendly to them. 
Such persons have invariably acknowledged, 
however, when questioned, that they do not 
read the paper. Now no intelligent workingman 
wants a newspaper to be on his “side or any 
other, for that would impair the 
value of its criticism. A rewspaper 
that contains an impartial record of 
events, with a fearless expression of its 
own opinions, furnishes no just cause of com- 
plaint, though we may differ from it never 80 
widely. Nor could be respect the paper or inai- 
vidual who lays upon him a burden of ipdis- 
criminate praise when be knows he is undeserg- 
ing. He would doubt either their sincerity or 
their judgment, perhaps both. On the contrary 
a paper that always leads the way in not ouly 
advocating but seeking out the reforms and im- 
provements most needed and best calculated to 
subserve the interests of tbe workingman and 
his progeny, can claim in the truest sense to be 
not only the friend of the worsingnan but the 
guardian and conservator of the pubiic inter- 
ests regardless of class distinctions. 

A few weeks ago Tur Tuipune raised its 
puwerful and far-reaching voice in an eloquent 
appeal that the sons of workingmen—and what 
dearer interest have they—be allowed to learn 
trades. Now it goes a step farther, and de- 
mands that this needed reform shall not be left 
to chance, but that the children shall actually 
be taught how to make themselves useful. 
These questions are more important than they 
may 4 — to the casual reader. The unskilled 
cannot be expected to estimate what they bave 
lost, but to the mechanic, as he reflects how 
often be would have been left had be not 
been opportunely rescued by the trade which 
bas grown to be as necessary to bim as bis food 
right arm, your remarks are pecutiariy signif- 
icant. They are practical su tions, and de- 
serve to be crystallized into the history of the 
present gencration. 

The first question that unceremoniously con- 
fronts us when we separate from the maternal 
apron-string is now to make a living, and it 
sticks to us with the tenacity of a bungry 
creditor. It comes with the first thought of 
self-reliance or seif-belp. It iscoeval with self- 
bod. As soon as man mes a separate and 
distinguishable entity this gloomy question be- 
Eins to worry bim; tis the ruck upon which 
many a noble — bas gone to pieces. When- 
ever he contemplates a move on the checker- 
board of fe, whether he would marry, or edu- 
cute himself, or travel, this rude question stares 
him in the face and will not be put ot. If he 
does not face it squarely he must do 80 dis- 
bonestly, but face it some now or other sooner 
or later he wust, if not sooner then later. and 
the sooner the better. Essayists may_dilate up- 
on the science of life and preac tell us 
bow to live, but when those quer- 
tions are resolved into their constituent 
elements it will be discovered that the principal 
ingredient, with very little of alloy, is the same 
old query, Worewithal shall I be.“ ete. How 
to make money and save it; bow to get rich. 
acquire property, and rise in the world are ouly 
diferent phases of the same question, for no 
man does either of the above till be can earn 
something more than is required to live on, 
Given a trade, with good dealth. a man cannot 
tailof success. A mechanic can compete with 
alaborerin anything the latter undertakes to 
do, whether it be cual-heaving, ditch-digging, 
street-cleaning, handling lumber, or any otber 
kind of manual labor. The trade does 
not rob him of one particle of 
strength, nor does it make bim two 
proud to doany honest work,—the only differ- 
ence being that be bas a more mechanical and 
systematic way of working. It does not, on the 
other hand, prevent him from rising if he has 
ability to bring himself tothe surface. This is 
proven by a study of the great names in our 
country's history,—the rail-splitters, tanners, 
tailors, shoemakers, not to mention the venera- 
ble Senator who still delights to sign his name 
Simon Cameron, priater.” A Scutchman who 
left Dundee a stonemason, and did his 
first work in the New World on the 
fortifications in Toronto, rose from one hon- 
orabie position to another, and when he 
returned to his native place after thirty years’ 
absence he was Premier ot the Dominion. The 
learning of a trade is not antagonistic of 
thought; it rather develops it. A trade cannot 
be learned without the best of thought. It is a 
good mental us well as manual exercise. Just as 
geometry develops the reasoning faculties, so 
a trade will teach a mao the highest use of the 
faculties which the Lord bas given him, whether 
they be two, or ten, or twenty. As an accom- 
plisbment it is not a useless acquisition. The 
artisan who takes a pride in his work cannot 
be slovenly in the house or on the 
street anv more than in the shop, 
where he has a place for everything and 
puts it there. The habit once formed grows by 
what it feeds on (discipline), hence he dves nut 
hang his coat and hat up on the floor when he 
enters. It gives Independence and manliuess 
tothe character. If he fails to get an easy, 
lucrative sit.“ or loses the one he has, he has a 
trade to fall back on, whereby be can earu two 
dollars for every one he could earn without it. 
Besides, the boy is taught to be quick, prompt 
in all things, always on time. Everyone has to 
serve befure he is called to rule, and no one 
can be fittorule who has not learned to serve. 
The principle of giving value for every- 
thing received is rigidly enforced. He is 
taught to do a fair day’s work and expect a 
fair day's pay, and is compensated 
according to the value of his services. Man 
young men desire to enter the professions, an 
seem not to know that a trade, the most sub- 
stantial of all stepping-stones, is directly in the 
road to preferment. A poor young man with a 
trade, by a proper application of the laws of 
economy, can help his mother and sisters ana 
improve his mind at the same time. If ‘he is 
ambitious of attending a . how Io college or 


other institution of learning, how long must he 
work at $3.50 or $4 per day to get the money? 
and then. if sedentry pursuits do not agree with 
him, he has at bis disposal a means of exercise 
equally invigorating and less expensive 
than the gymnasium. He will be more 
manly and independent, as well as more 
roticient. Having learned one trade, he will 
in a manifestiy better position to understand 
the others. A business-man known to the 
writer failed, as many others havedone. He

FIRE RECORD. 
AT PITTSBURG- 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Prrrsnund, Pa., June 19.—Shortly after 


* to-day the woodwork of the Sixth 


street suspension-bridge, across the Alle- 
gheny River here, was discovered to be on 
fire. The flames spread with lightning ra- 
pidity, and in a short time the entire struct- 
ure was u mass of flames. The fire depart- 
ments of both cities were called into requi- 
sition, but owing to their inability 
to get at the middle span of 


the bridge, where the fire 
fiercely, it was nearly an hour before they 
got down to solid work. Finally, with the 
aid of rafts and towboats, the engines were 
taken out into the river, and soon tyenty 
streams from as many engines were playing 
upon the flames. The fire in the meantime 
had made remarkable headway. Great col- 
umns of white smoke were rushing out from 
beneath the bridge, and the eddying currents 
of the wind caught up the dense, impene- 
trable mass, and soon the entire structure 
was shrouded and obscured in a vast drift- 
ing mist. Now and they the conflict between 
the warm and cold currents of air would 
rtially lift up this fleecy veil, and along 
th sides of the bridge could be seen a 
fringe of crackling flames, which twisted, 
jetted and circled themselves into strange, 
antastic forms. Looking at the bridge 
frum either end, or from elevated posi- 
tions on the wharves, the scene pre- 
sented to twenty thousand spectators 
was a beautiful one, the flame-stricken 
structure seeming like an immense fiery arc. 
The banks on either side of the river were 
lined with thousands of spectators, who stood 
with bated breath as daring firemen .made 


their way out to the centre of the middle 


span, many times being obliged to crawl, and 
not know what minute they might tread 
upon a section of charred wood, go through 
and become fastened in the burning 
einbers, or be plunged into the river below.

influence of kinder sentiments. The noisy 
strikes of this city and of the world are tew 
cbuipared with the cases in which 
the pay of workmen is advanced as 
a kindness, as a eu of water is 
given ton thirsty man. There are now large 
firms or businesses in our land where the te- 
lations between the employers and the men 
are those of a father and his faithful sons— 
relations which continue for a seore of years, 
te be terminated by only the death of the 
rich one or of his servant. 
It is now becoming quite fashionable for 
rich men to take good care of their faithful 
servants in all the lines of business; and 
there are clerks in all the branches ot trade 
hosé salaries surpass that of any American 
clergyman, and whose annual income not 
many lawyers cah equal. Sympathy, like 
the atmosphere, presses in all directions. 
The present cherishes not only a deep syin- 
thy toward the slaves and all sufferers, 
but it is sympathetic all through and through. 
ve of anything except self involves a love 
of allt s apart from us; and the man who 
is Kind to a servant will be kind toward a 
dog or & horse. Love is the color not of an 
action, but of a life. Hence the humane feel- 
ing of thé age is going out toward the laboring 
man, weaving for him each —— a better 
destiny. In a work just published by a pub- 
lic man, the writer compares the wages re- 
ceived in the United States with the pay for 
the same labor in Germany, and im fourteen 
occupations, such as bricklaying, masonry, 
plastering, painting, the wages is just twice 
as large in our New World as itis in the Old.

MILLERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


The Minneapolis Association Said to | 


Be in Danger of Disintegration. 
Special Dispatch ta The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., June 19.—For some time 
rumors of important changesin the Miu: 
apolis Millers’ Association have been cur- 
rent, but thus far the members of the organi- 
zation have declined to indicate the character 
of the changes in contemplation. Yesterday, 
however, a reporter succeeded in finding a 
gentleman less reticent than the others, and 
who kindly furnished some important infor- 
mation concerning the affairs of the Assoeta- 
tion. Upon calling his attention to the te- 
ports in circulation, the gentleman stated 
that radical changes would soon occur, and 
continued substantially as follows: It is 
no secret that several firms have been 
contemplating an early withdrawal from 
the Association on the ground that 
their interests could be as well subserved in- 
dependently, and that the Asssociation had 
practically outlived its usefulness to the 
millers about three years ago. On Thursday 
last Messrs. C. A. Pillsbury & Co., one of the 
most substantial and energetic firms of the 
corporation, filed notice of ite intention to 
withdraw at the close of the year, which will 
be on the Ist of September, and thereafter 
make all purchases without the intervention 
of the Association and independently. Other 
firms will follow, until the * 
tion of purchasing syndicate is 
fully accomplished. This will lead at 
once to the organization of an 
independent Board for the early construction 
of a number of additional elevaturs and the 
establishment of an open wheat market in 
Minneapolis, which is expected to work ad- 
vantageously to both the producer and 
miller. Buyers from other cities are said to 
be in favor of the scheme, and express their 
Intention of doing all in their power in mak- 
ing Minneapolis by far the greatest wheat 
market in the Northwestern States. Among 
the direct results of this contemplated change 
will be the removal of all the mill offices 
to some central and convenient location, 
where they can be found without difficulty by 
the farmers and others having business to 
transact with them. Another ible re- 
sult of the dismemberment of the Millers’ 
Association will be the erection of a first- 
class Chamber of Commerce building in Min- 
nea polis, a capitalist of ample means having 
already offered to advance the money re- 
— to build such a structure whenever 

Association itself is dissolved.

The International Sunday-School 
Convention to Be Held 
at Toronto.

PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Krxeston, June 19.—In the Presbyterian 
General Assembly, a long and animated dis- 
cussion took place on the recommendation 
to commit the Church to the Canada Tem- 
perance act. The report of the Committee 
set forth the very obvious fact that intem- 
perance was due to two causes: the use of 
alcoholic liquor and the traffic in it. It ree- 
ommended that the Temperance act of 1878 
should be submitted to the peoplein every 
place where the people are thought to be 
ready for it; that the Assembly renew their 
former testimony that intemperance is a 
great sin against God, and obstructive to the 
teaching of the Gospel of Jesus Christ; that 
itis the duty of the Church to make every 
endeavor to do away with intemperance by 
trying to destroy the customs that lead to it; 
that the ministers; elders, and congregations 
take the leadin the temperance movement, 
and secure the circulation of temperance 
literature, and, in this regard, pay particular 
attention to the Sabbath-schools; that the 
members of the Church engaged in the 
liquor traffic abandon that meaus of making 
a living; and that the ministers 
of the Presbyterian Church read 
these recommendations from their pulpits. 
The Rev. D.G. Macdonnell thought it no more 
inconsistent with the Christian profession to 
sell wine than to drink it. The Assem- 
bly should be consistent in every way. Va- 
rious amendments were offered, but the re- 
port was finally adopted. by 44 to 25. There 
was a very vigorous debate on the subject, 
many prominent members thinking that it 
was unwise to commit the Church to any 
special form of prohibitory legislation. 

The report of the Committee on Sabbath- 
Observance was read. Itstated that there 
was alamentable amount of Sabbath-dese- 
cration going on throughout the Dominion. 
It also discountenanced Sunday funerals, the 
remedy for which lay in the ministers’ own 
hands. It was desirable that the custom be 
stopped. The Assembly should remonstrate 
with the several contractors, railway com- 

anies, etc., who are carrying ‘on a system of 

bath-profanation,with a view to having it 
stopped. The great railway companies were 
becom a moral as well as a political dan- 
ger, and Church should interfere to have 
the evil perpetrated by them on Sunday put 
a stop to. Rev. Mr. Macdonnell said, 
while they were legislati on Sabbath, ob- 
servance, it would be well not to forget the 
overworked reporters, who are suppused to 
report sermons for Monday reading. That 
was acustom which should not exist. A 
motion was put that the report be received, 
and that the Assembly remonstrate with the 
employers of labor against Sabbath degecra- 
tion. Carried. 

The Rev. Prof. Gregg, on behalf of the 
Committee to Watch Legislation on the Sub- 
ject of Marriages, reported that, as no pro- 
posal was madein Parliament last year to 
pass the obnoxious Deceased Wife’s Sister 
bill, no action on their part was necessary. 
The report was received and adopted. 

It was decided to hold the next General 
Assembly at St. John, N. B., on the second 
Wednesday in June, 1882. 


NTERNATIONAL SUNDAY-SCHOOL 
CONVENTION, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Toronto, June 19—The International 


Sunday-School Convention, to be held here 
next week, in the Pavilion of the Horticult- 
ural Gardens, will be the third of its kind. 
In 1872, at Indianapolis, the fifth National 
Sunday-School Convention of the United 
States was held, whereat it was provided 
that the Dominion of Canada should be in- 
ited to. unite in the next Triennial Conve n- 
tien. This invitation was accepted, and ac- 
cordingly, in May, 1875, there met in Balti- 
more the first International Sunday-School 
Convention of the United States and British 
America. The second was held three years 
later, in Atlanta, Ga., in April, 1878. At the 
Atlanta Convention, the Rey. Dr. Potts, who 
was a delegate from Ontario, eulogized the 
Dominion, referring to the intelligence and 
hospitality of its people, and extended a 
cordial invitation to his hearers to come and 
see for themselves. Toronto was accordingly 
selected as the next place of meeting. 

At the opening session on the morning of 
Wednesday next, addresses of welcome will 
be delivered by the Hon. Edward Blake, the 
Hon. George W. Allan, and Mayor Mc- 
Murrich; to which responses will be made 
by the Hon. A. H. Colquitt, Governor of 
Georgia, and others. Throughout the con- 
vention, addresses on topics of interest b 
distinguished Sunday-school workers will 
command much attention. There will be re- 
ports from the several States, Territories, 
and Provinces, limited to three minutes 
each. In a congress comprising so many

The Court has just decided maln- 
taining the award, with the exception of the 
costs of a commission for the examination of 
a witness in England, which are to be paid 
by the claimant.

THE COMMERCE OF CHICAGO, 

The Memphis Avalanche of June 12 has the fol- 
lowing iv au editorial on the trade of Memphis: 

Chicago has a population ot more than halt a 
million, and the combined intiuence of New 
York and Boston could not shake its prosperity, 
So deeply is it interwoven with that of the ter- 
tile, populous, wealthy, and rapidly growing re- 

ons all around it, but particularly of the wreat 

feat, atretching far away to the Rocky Mount- 
ains. The trade of "Chicago embraces a tine 
running about 20 miles south and east, and 40 
miles north. Detroit, Toledo, and Cleveland in- 
terceptit oa the east; Cincinnati, Louisville, 
and St. Louis on the south. But on the Weat it 
bas a free range of 1.200 miles, embracme lowa, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Nebraska, Dakota, and 
Montana, and Wyoming,—all now being rapid- 
ly settied up by a hardy, industrious, in- 
telligent. and energetic race, who leave 
Europe in swarms that count 500,000 every year, 
and who are estimated to add to the general 
wealth of the country at the rate of $10 in gal 
per capita. In other words, those 5(h),000 of Ger- 
mans, Danes, Swedes, Swiss, Norwewvians, ete. 
plant $50,000,000 every year, around which grow 
up houses, schools, churches, inte! tigence, prog- 
ress, comforts, and all the luxuries, refinements, 
and elegancies of life. 

The region lying between the Miasissippi River 
and the ock) Mountains is twice as large as 
that between the saine river and the Allegheny 
chain: and the trade of all of it must seek a 
market on the Atlantic or the Gulf. One-third 


of it lies nearerto Chicago than to anv other 
city: and its great iron rivers will direct the 
trade of that third to Chicago, and thence 
eastward.

Recent events, and particularly the recent 
encounters, have intensified the feeling of 
resentment toward the landlurds and the 
police. There are no disturbances . threat- 
ened in any other quarter. I visited Mitchels- 
town, which is a ten-mile drive from Fermoy, 
one of the mostimportant military stations 
in ireland. The surrounding country is very 
picturesque. I first called upon Father Bur- 
ton, a most intelligent and courteous priest, 
from whom 1 learned how  appre- 
hensive he and those interested in 
the safety of the people were regarding 
the next eviction day. He feared that 
the consequences might be very serious, for 
it was aimost impossible to entirely stop 
the stone-throwing. He gave me an account 
of the late encounter, and believed it was 
only a miracle that prevented terrible blood- 
shed. The soldiers and police numbered 
500, the people about 15,000. Many 
of the latter were armed. All were in a state 
ordering on frenzy. Stones were showered 
on the police and soldiers, and only by Fa- 
ther O’Connell’s appeals to the officers not 
to order firing, and by their united efforts to 
pacify the people, was a catastrophe pre- 
vented. 

I HEARD IN OTHER QUARTERS 
a most confident assertion that had the peo- 
ple been fired on they would have over- 
whelmed the soldiers by desperation and 
numbers, if not by arms and training. Even 


Father Burton expressed the belief 
that the people would have defeated 
the soldiers. It is certain that 


the next expedition to Mitchellstown will be at 
least 1,000 strong and composed of selected 
troops of police. LIasked Father Burton if 
the ringing of the chapel bells could not be 
prevented. He feared not, as the people 
would break into the chapels. The 
Land League was doing all it 
could to pacify the people, inducing them 
to be quiet, but it was impossible to prevent 
them from meeting. When excited those in 
the rear ranks of the crowd would be led to 
throw stones, for which those in the front 
ranks would suffer if 
THE SOLDLERS FIRED. 

The League was considering the appoint- 
ment of leading members as special con- 
stables to maintain peace and restrain vio- 
lence. I next visited Mr. Markey, who has 
been Secretary of the League since the arrest 


of the first Secretary, under the Co- 
ercion act, last week. Ile expressed the 
game fears of a disturbance at 


the next evictions, but did not see it could 
be prevented if the people were as deter- 
mined as before. They were aware of the 
consequences of assaulting the soldiers, but 


seemed not to care for the conse- 
quences. The people, were very poor 
about Mitchellstown, and had made 


up their minds that they would get a living 
off the land, come what might. They could 


die but once. Mr. Markey be- 
lieved that if the evictions could 
be stopped till the passing .of the 


Land bill there would be no troubie, for he 
thought that if the people got the Land bill 
they would not give thought to home-rule or 
national independence.

THREATENED STRIKE. 
THE COUNTRY BELIEVED TO BE ON THE 
EVE OF A GENERAL ONE. 

Special Disputch to The Uhicago Tribune. 
New York, June 18.—Itis believed in cer- 
tain quarters that the country is on the eve 
of aseries of strikes which will permeate 
nearly every industry of magnitude. The 
recent strike in this city of the 
brewers was probably. intended as the 
forerunner or the inciter of similar 
movements in the same class in other large 
cities, but the example of the New-Yorkers 
does not seem to havebeen followed. There 
are now said to be several large 
bodies of miners in Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania out on a strike, and reports 
from one locality assert that 5,000 men 
have quit work. A circular was issued this 
week by a well-known detective agency and 
sent to all the leading officials of the various 
railroads throughout the country, to the 
effect that the agency was in possession of 

information that

on or about the Ist of July by the whole 
force of locomotive engineers; that the ar- 
rangements for the strike were being rapidly 
perfected; that they might possibly delay 
the movement until the Ist of August, but 
that a strike for a material advance in wages 
had been determined upon, which from its far- 
reaching effect, covering every railroad line, 
trunk and branch, in the country, would not 
fail of being successful. This strike, it is 
belleved, will carry all the working forces 
upon the railroads with the engineers, and is 
believed to be so thoroughly organized that 


their employers will be helpless. 

In this connection it is also rumored that 
the telegraph operators are forming or hate 
formed an organization looking to their 
benefit, to offset the cutting down of their 
pay, which has been going on the past few 
months. The organization is said to be 
on a good footing in Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
New York, and other cities. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that so many operators have 
been removed by the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company to make places for the em- 
ployés of the recent American Union Cojn- 
pany, there are none who were 

CONSIDERED GOOD MEN, 
but who were soon employed in other posi- 
tions. Many of them left the business in dis- 
gust at the rough treatment they considered 
they had received, but a very large number 
have found positions where they are better 
appreciated and better paid on the increasing 
number of private wires.

TELEGRAPHIC 
ANENT OCEAN TELEGRAPHIC CABLES.

New York, June 18.—There is a good 
prospect of a very interesting, if not excit- 
ing, imbroglio anent the ocean telegraph 
cables and the business connected therewith, 
both in Europe and America, before snow 
flies. The fact has been made public’ that 
the steamer Faraday has successfully laid 
one cable across the ocean within the past 
month without making any particular fuss 
about the exploit. The shore end will soon 
be laid on the other side. Another cable will 
also be laid, and both will be in working or- 
der on or before the Ist of Sep- 
tember. They are believed to be the finest 
ever manufactured. The one already down 
tests splendidly, so it is reported by teleg- 
rapbers. Both of these new cables belong to 
the proprietors of the recent American Union 
Telegraph Company, now merged into the 
Western Union Telegraph Company. They 
are supposed to be, and probably are, 
UNDER THE CONTROL OF MR. JAY GOULD 
and his associates. During the past month 
an official connected with the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Cable Company has been here, having 
been sent from London,” endeavoring to en- 
ter into some arrangement with the proprie- 
tors of the new cables by which 
a community of interest might be 
brought about as to the further tariff of 
rates which shall be charged when the new 
cables shall be put into practical operation. 
This official took his departure for Sadia 
during the past week, his mission proving a 
futile one. He was unable to effect any 
arrangement with the Gould interest what- 


ever, and will doubtless so report to head-

The connection then being made with the 
whole telegraphic system of this Continent, 
the new cables will, of course, bring to and

connections. This will give it under such a 
régime a virtual control of the most impor- 
tant and profitable telegraph business of the 
world. There is, however, another project 
in view which may interfere with this 
gilded arrangement. It is said in 
another set of telegraphic cir- 
cles that a grand telegraphic scheme 
is being mapped out, which is to be put into 
operation this summer, whereby new wires 
areto be erected to every int in this 
country now covered by the Western Union 
system.

THIRD DRILL OF THE FIRST. 
The First Regiment had its third battalion 


drill on the Lake-Front parade-ground last 


Friday evening under Lieut.-Col. Knox. The 
men were a trifle more prompt in getting out 
than in either of the preceding occasions, 
and it was but a few minutes after 7 o’clock 
when the eight companies, with about 140 
rifles, passed down the steps of the al mor 
upon the street without being equalize 
It may not be amiss to state here that the 
lack of promptness so observable in all the 
city commands is to be deprecated. Some of 
the companies do not seem to understand 
that when assembly“ sounds it means the 
command of the Colonel to fall in.“ B was 
the only prompt company on Friday night; 
every other one was from two to five minutes 
behind time. Company C was excused from 
battalion drill, and Company H was detailed 
to other companies. The movements exe- 
cuted were companies left front into line 
from column of companies: formation into 
column of companies, left in front, and then 
right front into line; deployed from column 
of fours, left front into line; right front into 
line, faced to the rear, and pending the 
movement firing by file; marching in column 
of fours, fours left about, and in battalion 
front; double columns fours, left and right, 
and deploying into line, quick time, the first 
division halting; and the command was 
marched off the parece groans in column of 
fours by a break from the right to march to 
the left. 

All the above movements were repeated. 
The writer has not entered intoa detailed 
criticism of this drill, but suffice it to say that 
it was a decided improvement over the first 
and second drills. The officers had evidently 
conned their lesson before going out, and few 
glaring errors were made. In these battalion 
movements the instructor should be mounted 
for several — and the parade- ground 
should be cleared spectators, who impede 
the movements of the troops.

A “ RECORD.” 

Itis about time the military men of the 
National Guard drop their harping upon 
“record.” It seems to be a foregone con- 

cause A 
man has a written War record of half a col- 
umn, which, after all, when footed up, 
amounts to very little, he is impervious hence- 
forth to criticism of any kind, no matter how 
much of a failure he may be as an officer of 
the militia. How many instances can be 
shown, right in Chicago, where a man who 
boasts continuously of his “ glorious rec- 
ord ” in the late War is left with nothing else 
to distinguish him in his present service, 
when coming in contact with superior talent 
without a record. If a man knows his bust- 
ness when he buys a horse he will! not 


care what record he may have made 
at some remote period, but wants 
to know what he can doto-day. If a man 


with a “splendid record“ as asoldiercannot 
take a company of militiamen and drill them 
properly, after three or four years of recent 
exporters it seems as though it ought to be 
prima facie evidence that the fellow is in- 
competent, and the sooner he gets out the 
better for his command. This record busi- 
ness may do to palm off upon recruits, but 
old soldiers know too much about it to be 
deceived, Promotions in the army during 
the War came in a mysterious way. A pri- 
vate has been known to get a Sergeant’s 
warrant for laying a cobble-stone pavement 
in front of an officer’s tent, and when the 
first step was made the rest was easy enough, 
with a little judicious toadying and hanging 
about superiors. Thus records were made. 
The men who really made meritorious 
records are the ones we hear least about; 
while, on the other hand, it is astonishing to 
see, day by day, the new accessions to the 
list of “great records,” the owners of which 
have never been heard of. Any man who 
could be prevailed upon to accept a commis- 
sion in the United States colored regiments 
found promotion an easy thing, and there 
were many privates in the ranks who might 
have come out of the service with bars. 
leaves, and eagies upon their shoulders had 
they swallowed their pride. 
FIRST DKILL OF THE SIXTH. 

The Sixth Regiment had a battalion drill 
last Thursday night, the Colonel command- 
ing. The command was to have lett the 
armory at 7 o’clock, but the departure was 
delayed so that it was not until after o’clock 
that the parade ground on the Lake-Front 
was reached. There was a repre- 
sentation of five companies, twelve files 
each, single rank formation, after 
equalization. From column of 
battalion deployed by a left front into lin 
which movement, so far as could be di: 
cerned in the darkness, was fairly executed. 
The succeeding movements were to brea 
into column of fours from the right to march 
to the left: on right into line; march in col- 
umn of fours and battalion front; on right 
into line, faced to the rear, and a few other 
movements. In the first maneuvre, column 
of fours break from the right to march to the 
left, the first company marched to the front 
more than company distance, and the conse- 
quence was that ail the succeeding com- 

anies lost distance, and the column had to 

halted to close up after it was formed. 
The movement was repeated, and in deploy- 
ing a second time the Captain of the third com- 
pany brought his men to a support before the 
next company had dressed, and even before 
it had reached the line. Very few of the 
Captains addressed their companies by the 
number when giving their commands, None 
of these mistakes were corrected by the in- 
structor. The command “on ‘right into 
line” was construed by the commander of 
the first company into on left into line.” 
This mistake was observed and corrected by 
the instructor, but it was some time before 
the companies were straightened out. In 
deploying into column, by left forward fours 
left, the Captain of the first company gave 
the command right forward fours right, in 
order to straighten his company out, and the 
Captain of the second company followed suit, 
no doubt under the impression that he had 
misunderstood the command of the Colonel, 
whose voice was rather weak. Confusion 
was again the result, but the in- 
structor noticed the error and corrected 
it. Before giving the command, “ Right 
front into line, faced to the rear,” 
the instructor coached the officers, but when 
he came to give the command for execution 
he omitted the latter portion, —“ faced to the 
rear.“ However, the entire movement was 
executed by the companies, although it 
should not have been, for they had no right 
to presume what was meant, only what was 
ordered. This movement was tolerably well 
executed, except that some of the Captains 
instead of 
three, yards beyond, or to the rear, of the 
line before halting, and others brought their 
command to a halt the instant the fours left 
about was executed, and before the line was 
reached upon which they should have 
dressed.
